‘Sick’ Arsonist Hits 
Sixth Time; Officials, 
Residents Concerned 


Increased patrols by law enforcement officials and downright fear by many Andover 
residents has followed the sixth suspicious fire within the month, the latest one early Mon- 
day morning completely destroying a horse barn on Lovejoy road. 

Monday morning’s blaze has been looked upon as the work of a ‘‘sick person.’’ The ar- 
sonist tossed incendiary devices into the barn and the home of William H.Y. Stevens, 4 
Lovejoy Road, setting both ablaze, then removing the caps from nearby hydrants and tur- 


ning on the fire plugs. 


This latter action forced firefighters to turn off the hydrants in order to hook up hose 
lines, thus further delaying firefighting activity. 
Ten horses stabled in the barn were safely led out by Lynn Stevens. 


The particular blaze was the 
second so-called ‘‘torch job’’ of 
the weekend. 

The home occupied by Dr. 
and Mrs. J. Jabour Bethony, 75 
Central St., was severely 
damaged Friday forenoon. Igni- 
tion is suspected to have been 
by the tossing of incendiary 
devices into the home from the 
rear of-the old, stately, intown 
dwelling. 

Other suspicious fires 
currently under investigation 
by Andover police and fire of- 
ficials along with the state fire 
marshal’s office include: 

® Charles Kirk barn where 
six prized horses perished on 
Haggetts Pond road and where 
a telephone line was cut. 

e@ The Stempel home at 275 
Lowell St., where it is believed 
incendiary devices were used. 

@ The Putnam family home 


on Charlotte Drive. 

@ A new home under con- 
struction on Enfield Drive. 

There have been other 
smaller fires, also of suspicious 
origin, where damage has been 
minimized by quick action of 
Andover firefighters. 

Frightening 

The most apt description of 
the manner in which the early 
Monday morning blaze was set 
is frightening. 

It was discovered shortly 
after 1 a.m. by Lynn Stevens, 
who spotted the flames in the 
house, alerted other members 
of the family and then ran to the 
barn, already fully involved to 
rescue the livestock. 

While Mr. Stevens, the father 
worked on extinguishing the 
flames in the home, Miss 
Stevens, an accomplished 
equestrian, was able to lead the 


horses out of the barn and into a 
nearby field, thus averting loss 
of any of the valuable animals, 
some of them show horses. 


Fire Lt. Edward Palenski, in 
charge of the Ballardvale crew 
first on the scene, was virtually 
at a loss for words when radio- 
ing his first reports to other 
responding crews, upon finding 
the hydrants opened. 

The barn itself, an Andover 
landmark, belonging to 
Timothy Abbot, an old Andover 
family and later to Dr. 
Youmans, a local veterinarian, 
was completely engulfed in, 
flames. It appeared as though 

the fire began in the hayloft on 
the upper story. 

Considerable damage was 
also done to the Stevens home, 
which is separated from the

Four Vote Margin 
Halts Train Service 


A few years ago, a popular 
song told the plight of poor 
Charley stuck on the MTA due 
to a fare increase of five cents. 

Monday night Andover got off 
the MBTA by four votes. 

And, not unlike Charley, who 
the tune declared might never 
return, train service to this 
area might not.return, depen- 
ding on the action of the mayors 
of Lawrence and Haverhill, the 
only two remaining stops on the 
once-a-day commuter rail ser- 
vice. 

Following the 184-180 defeat 
of the $15,000 appropriation to 
continue the train, David Gunn, 
who directs the commuter rail 
division of the MBTA, reported 
he had no choice but to inform 
management of the decision 
and recommend the train be 
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dropped from Andover. 

Gunn also said that he would 
confer with the mayors of 
Lawrence and Haverhill and in- 
form them that the total cost of 
the train service would now 
have to be borne by them, if the 
Budd cars are to continue to 
this area. 

Atty. Robert Zollner, an 
Andover-Boston daily com- 
muter, was in contact with 
Gunn on Tuesday, concerning 
the possible continuance of 
train service. Gunn was to dis- 
cuss with the two mayors 
whether or not, if the train was 
continued through payment by 
the two cities, it would go 
through Andover closed door. 
The option of whether to stop 
here or not, is to be left to the 
communities paying for the ser- 
vice. 

Gunn also reported that in all 
likelihood, the cessation of 
train service to Andover would 
be posted within seven days 
from the Monday decision. 

At the town meeting Monday 


’ night, based on information 


presented them by Gunn earlier 
this month, the selectmen, town 
manager and Finance Com- 
mittee all advocated support of 
the article calling for $15,000 
for the continued service. 
Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin reported to the meeting 
on how Gunn had presented 
facts and figures to substan- 
tiate the cost of the service to 


Andover. He said the costs are 
levied on the town, based on the 
expense of running the train 
beyond MBTA district lines. 

Austin also explained that the 
MBTA representative had 
agreed to present to the town 
some figures for potential in- 
creased train service here. 

The original request for con- 
tinuing the train was for $32,000 
but a review of cost figures 
brought the ultimate request 
for $15,000 to complete the con- 
tract year. 

John S. Sullivan, a Boston 
train commuter for several

In his keynote address, 
Kenneth Seifert, Andover 
Superintendent of Schools, dis- 
cussed the difficulties of the 
general education (non-college 
bound) student in particular. 

With 850,000 public school

Dr. Frank Pilicki, Dean of 
Teacher Education at Fitchburg 
State College drew upon his 
many years of classroom and ad- 
ministrative experience to help 
conference participants consider 
ways of bringing about 
educational change. ‘‘It is 
people's willing participation 
that must be won if worthwhile 
change is to be accomplished,” 
Dean Pilicki stated. 

The conference concluded with 
a discussion of manpower needs 
and career opportunities by 
Ronald Jackson of the 
Massachusetts Advisory Council 
on Education, During the coming 
year, Project ASCOE will also

‘Voters Reject 
=Newman Proposal, 
More Apartments

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Realignment of the school 
committee was rejected by 
voters at Monday’s October 
town meeting session, following 
considerable debate, the 
longest of the session which just 
barely made quorum re- 
quirements. 

Atty. Irving L. Newman, 
proponent of the change in 
school committee membership 
to seven and two year terms, 
rather than the present three, 
told the meeting that the 
proposal was aimed at remov- 
ing divisiveness on the school 
board. 

Noting the current controver- 
sy in the school committee 
deliberations, Atty. Newman 
said his plan would offer an op- 
portunity to remove from .the 
board a majority position being 
held by either liberal or conser- 
vative thinking members. 

He also felt the change 
offered wider representation 
for the town and would allow 
the school department to return 
to the business of educating 
children rather than the politics 
of educational philosophy. 

School Committee Chairman 
Dr. Francis Griggs said that 
while he had no quarrel with the 
size of the committee or the 
terms of members, he felt the 
October forum was neither the 
time nor the place for action on 
such an issue. 

Committeeman William Lane 
concurred with Griggs on the 
time and place to discuss the 
matter, agreeing that it was 
more for an annual town 
meeting to consider. 

Griggs was later to return to 
the microphone to comment on 
some remarks made by other 
speakers, one of which referred 
to the present committee as be- 
ing masters and not servants of 
the people they are elected to 
serve. 

The school board chairman 
emphasized that he was master 
of only himself and felt that the 
school committee members 
were acting in what they con- 
sidered the best interests of the 
town. He said he .felt he was 
elected by the people to exer- 
cise his judgement. 

Referring to the comments 
by Atty. Newman, he said he in- 
terpreted them more as opinion 
rather than facts in seeking a 
change in the committee 
makeup. 


He asked that the speakers 
use a little more prudence in 
their choice of words. 


Selectman Janet Lake spoke. 


in opposition to the bylaw 
change, noting that her 
negative attitude was not based 
on any feelings about the pre- 
sent makeup of the school com- 
mittee and gave no indication of 
the way she may have felt 
regarding their actions. 

Mrs. Lake said that her ‘‘no’”’ 
vote was based on the fact that 
two years seemed insufficient 
time for a person to learn and 
perform effectively, 

Chairman Milton Greenberg 
also voted in the negative, an- 
nouncing that he felt as Mrs. 
Lake that two years was insuf- 
ficient time and also that the 
more members on a committee 
the more controvery. 

“Town Counsel Alfred L. 
Daniels advised the meeting 
that statute provides for three 
year terms for school com- 
mittee members, but that un- 
der new home rule legislation, 
he thought the article could be 
acted upon and submitted to the 
Attorney General for approval, 
if it was passed. 

Philip Coppola; in an effort to 
make it easier for voters to con- 
sider the length of term, 
attempted an amendment to the 
original motion. Due to confu- 
sion and a lack of time to put 
the amendment in proper order 
it was eventually withdrawn by 
mutual consent between Cop- 
pola and Moderator William 
Dalton. 

When the matter was put toa 
vote, there was an overwhelm- 
ing show of hands in opposition. 

Rezoning Out 

With the exception of the 
MBTA issue, reported 
elsewhere in this edition, the 
only other item evoking discus- 
sion involved the rezoning of 
land off South Main street for 
additional apartment units. 

It was ultimately defeated on 
a hand vote. 

Atty. Thomas Tavenner, 
counsel for Colonial Realty 
Trust, presented the plan to the 
town which would provide for 
an additional 294 units and 70 
buildings adjacent to the apart- 
ment complex to the rear of 
Howard Johnsons. 

Atty. Tavenner amended the 
article to provide for giving to 


~ the town some acreage which 
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would not be used for develop- 
ment. The land he said would be 
turned over to the town for con- 
servation. 


Counsel also said that the 


resulting development could 
produce an additional $175,000 
in tax money for the town. 
The planning board, opposed 
to the proposal, outlined the 
lack of sufficient water 
pressure .to the area, no com- 
mitment from the state on the 
adequacy of the subsurface 
sanitary system and the fact 
that the overall development 
would encroach on a single 
residence district. It would abut 
what is being developed for 
single family homes, the 
planners said.

Stanley Saba, who offered the 


planners’ report, added com- 
ments of his own. 

He said he differed with the 
figures presented as to the 
number of potential new 
residents would result from the 
development.

Storing 
Squash 


This appears to be the Year of 
the Squash, if the mountains of 
native squashes prominent at 
roadside farm stands and 
produce counters are any indica- 
tion, reports the Massachusetts 
Department of Agriculture 
(MDA). Bay state growers and 
home gardeners have produced 


vast quantities of the winter | 


squashes, and they are available 
at startlingly low sale prices 
right now. 

Since most of us can consume 
only so much squash during the 
season, one wonders what 
happens to the rest. 

The hard-shell varieties - Hub- 
bard, butternut, buttercup, acorn 
and turban - that make up the 
‘‘winter’’ Squashes can be easily 
stored, says the MDA, and they 
will keep well from three to six 
months. If you have the right 
place to keep them, buying now 
can save money and store 
vitamins for the winter months. 

They keep’ best at 
temperatures between 50 and 60 
degrees F., with moderate 


‘relative humidity - 70 - 75 per- 


cent. Most readily available is 
probably in the basement or at- 
tached garage. Storage in heated 
areas is not recommended; when 
the temperature rises above 60 
degrees, transpiration increases, 
and the fruit will dry out and 
shrink. 

Choose mature whole squashes 
without cuts or bruises; decay 
starts there. Remove the stems. 
Wash the whole fruit with a mild 
detergent to remove surface 
bacteria, and dry them 
thoroughly. ’Piling them on top of 
each other will produce spoilage. 
The best storage is on shelves, in 
single layers, with a small space 
between each one. 

Storing squash is worth the ef- 
fort; they’re good eating, loaded 

with vitamins - ‘predominantly 
vitamin A - and priced righ now 
as though there were no inflation.

The Train 


Andover voters Monday night by the narrowest of 
margins said they could do without the MBTA train ser- 
vice to Boston, despite the urging of town ad- 
ministrators who advocated the payment of $15,000 for 
continued once-a-day commuter service. 

Assessment of the reasons for the defeat of the article 
has included failure of those who use the train daily to 
attend in sufficient numbers, the moderator cut off 
debate too soon, the town officials remained mute after 
listening to substantial reasons why the subsidy should 
be dropped. 

We might suggest that all of these may have had a 
bearing on the outcome, but the underlying reason, 
could well be the image of the MBTA itself. 

As most everyone is aware, the deficit ridden line, a 
stepchild of the state, seems to amble on, annually run- 
ning in the red, and simply dividing up its losses among 
member communities. 

There is a fear that once committed to MBTA ser- 
vice, even though Andover is now outside the transit 
authority boundaries, its monetary obligations will in- 
crease. 

We agree that it is unfortunate that the train service 
appears to be at an end for Andover. To a certain extent 
it provided a needed service to the area and in recent 
weeks there was mention of the potential of increased ; 
service. 

Late as it was, the presentations made to local boards 
by David Gunn of the commuter rail division of the 
MBTA, were impressive and somewhat convincing. He 
can not be faulted for at least finally giving the town 
some answers. 

Monday’s vote may be a signal to someone at the 
state administrative level to get busy on this business of 
mass transit. There is every indication that there is 
need, but management practices of the MBTA make it 
unpalatable. 

As for the train service, it will be interesting to see if 
the once-a-day commuter special will be dropped com- 
pletely, or will those users be able to board the 
Buddliners in Lawrence? 


Extra Counsel 


The school committee majority decision this past 
week to retain its own counsel, seems to us a waste of 
taxpayer’s money. 

The town has for years relied solely upon its town 
counsel to carry out the legal services for all 
departments. Such has been the case even when the 
school department has been involved in legal matters. 

Why, now is there a sudden need for separate counsel 
to serve the school department? 

Understandably, there has been increased legal ac- 
‘tivity in recent months at the school department level. 
But, there would appear to be nothing of such conse- 
quential nature as to require separate counsel, unless 
the town’s legal advisor so requested, which he did on 
one occasion. 

The majority of the school committee has been pledg- 
ing itself to keep an eye on the town educational 
economics. 

This action, however, seems in direct contrast to 
their stated desires and promises. 

Until such time as the burden of legal work in the 
school department becomes cumbersome, we see little 
need for the additional expense. 


The Moderator 


Moderator William Dalton was the subject of some 


criticism following the town meeting Monday night, an 
action we find to be unwarranted. 

Critics have commented on his announced curtailing 
of debate on the MBTA issue, as well as the dropping of 
an amendment on the proposed school committee 
change article. 

As for the MBTA item, the moderator announced he 
would stop debate after three speakers who had raised 
their hands with intent to comment. 


As_ it turned out, the final speaker happened to be 
James Trombly, whose comments were naturally con- 
vincing against subsidizing the MBTA. 

Mr. Dalton then asked for a show of hands to indicate 
if further debate was desired. Quite obviously, an 
overwhelming majority were ready for voting and not 


more discussion. 


To our way of thinking, this was a most democratic 
move on the part of the moderator. 

As for the amendment, the moderator has asked that 
all amendment be presented in writing. 

While the proposed change offered by Phillip Coppola 
was worked on by the town clerk and finally put in 
writing, it was confusing and withdrawn by mutual con- 


sent. 


The moderator rules supreme at a town meeting and 
in his hands falls great responsibility for the conduct of 


such sessions. 


It is a difficult task and when controversy erupts, he 
is put in a difficult position in attempting to please all 


sides. 


In addition to conducting the proceedings along 
parliamentary lines, he must also have a sense of the 
feeling of the voters in attendance - a hand on the pulse, 


if you will. 


This, Mr. Dalton has done well in his tenure as 


moderator, in our opinion. 


The only criticism we might have of Monday’s session 
would revolve about the lack of sufficient voter interest. 
This is not within the province of the moderator.

the people’s means or ability or 
willingness to pay for all that is 
demanded. This concomintant of 
all democracy which is not di8- 
ciplined either by God or by gold 
is in the forefront now. 

It is correct that so long as 
some are protectéd and others 
profit from inflation, or have 
mostly inflation proof 
arrangements, usually by way of 
tax exemptions or subsidies, 
there is need for correction. 

Tax exemptions are for the 
most part present day ex- 
pressions of the struggle between 
liberty under law and its 
counterfeit, privilege under law 
this latter being expressed in our 
time as representation without 
adequate taxation. It-is upon this 
reef that democracies founder 
however: good their intentions. 

This is so because a govern- 
ment of privileged men under 
law, by way of tax exemptions 
and subsidies, is not different 
from a government of men in- 
stead of a government of laws. 
Each tax exemption is further 
support for privileged men at the 
expense of displacing a portion of 
liberty. It appears then that a 
suitable slogan for meeting infla- 
tion head on, then defeating it by 
practicing the slogan, is this: 

In time of war the young must 
sacrifice by giving up their life: 
In time of inflation men of means 
must sacrifice by giving up their 
tax exemptions.

A Walking Foliage Tour

Deer Jump Reservation is the 
result of one of the most am- 
bitious and rewarding of a series 
of land acquisitions by AVIS. The 
first of these purchases was 
made in May, 1960 from the 
Essex Company, which owned 
property on both sides of the 
Merrimack River. Further

resulted in over 95 acres 
stretching about 2.3 miles along 
the south bank of the Merrimack 
River. 

The name Deer Jump 
presumably was taken from Deer 
Jump Falls, natural falls oc- 
curring in that area of the 
Merrimack River prior to con- 
struction of the Lawrence Dam. 
Completed in 1848, the dam 
developed the waterpower for 
the textile mills in Lawrence. 

Located west of route 93 and 
bordering the Merrimack River, 
there are two accesses to the 
reservation, The first is via 
Brundrett Ave. off River Road a 
half mile from 93. Turn right onto 
it and park at the end, near the 
water pumping station. The se- 
cond access is on River Road, 
two and a half miles west of 93, 
next to a stone house with a 
stockade fence. Launching of 
canoes and rowboats can be done 
from either end. 

There is excellent hiking along 
the woodland trail which follows 
close to the river’s edge and 
offers scenic views across it. 
Passing through fine stands of 
hemlock and white birch it

crosses several streams on log 
bridges. There is an old mill site 
and stone dam near the mouth of 
Fish Brook. 

This area contains most native 
species of trees. One of the first 
to be seen is the black birch. The 
bark is dark brown resembling 
black cherry and the twigs have a 
wintergreen aroma when lightly 
scraped. Also along here are the 
red or river birches with the free- 
ly peeling reddish brown bark. 
This is one of the rarer birches 
and one of the few stands in this 
area. Most people have never 
seen this tree. Children will en- 
joy finding the sassafras trees. 
The leaves have three forward- 
pointing lobes but often one is 
missing so they closely resemble 
mittens. The aromatic oil ex- 
tracted from the roots and bark 
is used to perfume soap, and was 
once used extensively as a 
medicine. Look for the witch 
hazel shrub or small tree with 
oval lop-sided leaves and now in 
bloom, the flowers have thin 
yellow petals, one half inch long. 
In winter it is best recognized by 
the empty fruit pods and remains 
of flowers which stay attached to

A hemlock grove is impressive 
and some specimens appear well 
over one hundred years old. 
Notice the lack of vegetation un- 
der these trees due to the acidity 
of the decaying needles. There is 
a beautiful stand of white birches 
and handsome specimens of 
native mountain laurel, rare in 
many areas and one of the few 
wild evergreen shrubs. 

A curious plant flourishes here 
- - the horsetail, a perennial herb 
with striped, hollow stems and no 
true leaves, growing about two 
feet high. It resembles bamboo. 
Large forests of giant specimens 
thrived hundreds of millions of 
years ago and largely con- 
tributed to the coal measures. It 
is of historical interest as it links 
modern plants with an ancient 
type of vegetation. 


Seeds of spring blooming 
wildflowers as _partridgeberry, 
Jack-in-the-pulpit and baneberry 
are evident throughout, and not 
only brighten the ground with 
their colorful berries but provide 
food for small animals. Still in 
bloom are gentian and varieties 
of asters. Ferns seem 
everywhere in golden autumn 
hues. 

At the upstream end look for a 
rocky protuberance extending 
into the water which is all that 
remains of a ferry landing dating 


from the early 1700's, between 
Andover and Methuen. The fare 
was 2d for man, woman or 
children; 4d for a horse; and 
other creatures in proportion. 

Studies completed by the Dept. 
of Natural Resources in August 
of this year show this section of 
the Merrimack River to be good 
in most respects except for 
bacteria count. It has a C 
classification which makes _ it 
suitable for boating and other 
non-contact water sports. 
Because of the volume and move- 
ment of the water there is little 
sediment here, and as soon as 
dumping of wastes is halted, up- 
grading will occur. Many towns 
along its route have treatment 
plants under construction now, 
and within a few years big 
changes will be seen. 

David Batéy of Lansbury Lane 
is the warden who manages this 
reservation, and he should be 
contacted when groups are plan- 
ning activities here, or when any 
special use is desired. 

Deer Jump lends itself to cross 
country skiing as the trail is gent- 
ly sloping and essentially 
Straight. A walk on snow shoes 
would also make for a pleasant 
winter day’s outing.

Seek Fuel Scurce 


New England Electric System 
has announced a proposed new 
subsidiary, New England Energy 
Incorporated (NEEI). NEEI will 
engage in fuel procurement ac- 
tivities, including exploration, 
development, production, 
purchase and transportation of 
fuels used by System companies 
lor the generation of electricity. 
System companies now use the 
equivalent of 20 million barrels of 
oil per year. 

Application has been filed with 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission requesting approval 
lor the creation of this new sub- 
sidiary. 

Guy W. Nichols, president and 
chief executive of New England 
Itlectric System, commented, 
‘One of the first activities of this 
new subsidiary will be to par- 
licipate with others on a limited 
basis in the exploration for oil 
reserves in the U.S. Gulf Coast 
Area.’ He added, ‘‘Obtaining a 
reliable fuel supply at reasonable 
cost is critical to the needs of the 
New England region.” 

This is the sixth major step in 


ctforts to reduce fuel costs for. 


customers. Nichols outlined the 
live steps already under way to 
reduce fuel costs: 


(lL) Increased use of coal 


wherever it cah be used 
economically and its use is en- 
vironmentally acceptable. 

(2) Continuing efforts to gain 
relaxation of existing air 
regulations. This will permit the 
use of less expensive fuel 
whenever and wherever this can 
be done while continuing to meet 
federal primary ambient air 
standards (the health standards). 

(3) Increased reliance on 
nuclear power. System com- 
panies already participate in the 
ownership of four nuclear power 
plants already in operation and 
are joint owners in eight ad- 
ditional units now in the plan- 
ning, design or early construction 
slage. 

(4) expansion of the System’s 
Research and Development ef- 
forts, primarily in the area of 
power sources for the latter part 
of this century and beyond (e.g. 
the breeder reactor, fusion and 
solar energy). 

(5) Strong support for 
equalization of energy costs 
throughout the United States. 
New England's Congressional 
leaders spearheaded efforts last 
lall that led to the passage of the 
Petroleum Allocation Act. This 
federal legislation directs the Ad- 
ministration to equalize, to the

Review 


‘Dreyfus’ A Drama With Laughs 


Garson Kanin’s adapted 
French play, starring his wife, 
Ruth Gordon, at the Shubert 
Theatre is a triple love story 
directed in broad comic lines. 

Allan Arbus, as ‘‘Morris’’ the 
sensitive director, a 
Humanitarian - full of 
brotherhood is laboring - (it’s a 
play within a play) to tell, with 
amateur actors, the story of Cap- 
tain Dreyfus. 

How could France, he wonders, 
turn in 1891 so anti-Semitic? 
Morris you see is the visionary, 
the philosopher. He is in love 
with his people - their destiny. 
For the present he is looking 
back examining history. 

Michael the young cobbler, dolt 
like, has trouble imagining the 
“character’’ of Dreyfus. ‘‘Why, 
would he (Dreyfus) a Jew, be in 
the Military, and an officer at 
that, with all that such a position 
implies?”’ 

Myriam, played by Tovah 
Feldshuh is a sweet, attractive 
Jewish girl - in the production 
she is Captain Dreyfus’ wife. 

She and Michael - well they 
form the second love story. 

The amorous trilogy is com- 
pleted by those oldies but goodies 
- Sam Levine as Arnold, a 
blustery, ham actor and Zina - 
portrayed by Miss Gordon - a 
good hearted gal who’s been 
around, who has her share of 
wise-cracks, hope and womanly 
wisdom. She is an excellent 
partner to Mr. Levine. 

And the list of characters con- 
tinues: Avery Schreiber as Men- 
di, the old care-taker, the visiting 
Zionist Lecturer and the: two 
rough-necks. 

The scene is Vilna, Poland. The 
time is 1931. 

The audience, Jew and Gentile 
alike sit in wonderment at the 
two and a half hours of comedy, 


temperamental flare-ups, and 
simple fun., 
Beneath the humor, the 


covering-up of the hard life, the 
Ghetto acceptance is the hope of 
a people whom God has called 
once to the Promised Land. 
Misunderstood, ~mistrusted, 
abused, they have settled for 
What little peace they can find. 
They do some dreaming and this 
is where the audience ‘“‘hurt’’ 


' comes in. 


We watch the Jewish actors, 
rehearsing nightly in the 
haranguing 
each other, straining their egos, 
exhibiting their inner 
puzzlements and prejudices - we 


sense they are a doomed lot. We 

wait, scene by scene for the 

hidden evil to come forward, the 
disaster to overwhelm them. 

Our stage people are cartoon- 
like. Animated. Playwright Jean- 
Claude Grumberg has deliberate- 
ly done this, or in the adaption 
from the French, Mr. Kanin has 
seen fit to put this interpretation 
on the Comi-tragedy. 

We taste the violence and hate 
when as ugly neighborhood inci-, 
dent turns two drunken Gentiles 
on the actors. They abuse the old - 
custodian. From hiding come the 
rest: The Director, Morris, is 
fouled and abused by the roughs. 
It is the denouncement, he will 
never be the same. 

At this high-point Peter 
Kastner, a good actor, rises up in 
the Military figure of Captain 
Dreyfus and slays the ‘‘dragon.”’ 

The love story ends - Morris is 
now a factory worker in Warsaw 
and an avowed Communist. ‘‘In 
the Soviet,’ he declares in a 
letter to Zina, ‘‘there is no Anti- 
Semitism!’’ The audience 
groans. 

Michael and Myriam have 
Settled in Berlin. It is strange but 
to all appearances they will do 
well in this country of well- 
educated people, they write to 
Arnold. By and large, they are 
accepted as Jews. Only a few are 
hateful. 

“Ah” sighs the lonely Father, 
Arnold, ‘‘they did well - a civiliz- 
ed country.- what would Michael 
have done for himself by going to 
England - an Island, imagine, be- 
ing on an Island with a sewing 
machine.”’ 

The cast is asked to be 
themselves. Poor struggling 
Jews of 1931 in Europe - the place 
happens to be Poland. 

On the deeper level - the final 
story is known by everyone - the 
eventual slaughter of six million 
Jews in the gas-ovens. Their 
hopes for a land of their own. Its 
development and bloody 
struggle. 

The last of the lovers - Ruth 
Gordon and Sam Levine sit stage- 
front, reconciling themselves - 
their loved ones are gone - better 
life and times ahead - they em- 
brace - they have each other. 
Curtain. 

In the style of Shoelem 
Aleichem - Designer Boris Aron- 
son has given us a wonderful old 
hall with peeling and falling 
plaster. It contains nice touches 
of books carefully tied and placed 
from damp in the rafters. A 


wonderful wood stove, tiled (a 
collector’s item), wooden chairs, 
a fine ‘‘hot tea’’ scene complete 
with table cloth. 

The curtain is a stunning pac- 
tiche of Ghetto scenes in the 
genre of ‘‘Fiddler on the Roof”’ - 
the cobbler, housewife, a man at 
prayer, the butcher, tailor and 
town (Ghetto). 

One cannot help but wish this 
production well, It has an ex- 
cellent cast. It requires a patient 
audience to fathom the good, 
simple, people who are sincerely 
examining history. 

Boston is fortunate to have this | 
two-week try-out before New 
York.
